Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Offi- 
cers for the year ensuing. The following were chosen:

On motion from the floor, duly seconded and 
passed, the Moderator called for consideration of 
Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to increase 
the salaries of the following: 


Tax Collector — from $250.00 to $750.00 
Town Clerk — from $50.00 to $100.00 
Treasurer — from. $150.00 to $200.00 
Passed in the affirmative. | 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may 
be necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year and make appropriations of the same. Moved 
and seconded that the sum of $29,755.00 to be raised 
and appropriated for such purposes. Passed in the 
affirmative. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will raise and 
approppriate the sum of $869.96, the State to contri- 
bute $5,799.70 for Town Road Aid. Passed in the 
affirmative. 


Article 4 To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,000.00 for bridge construc- 
tion, to be placed in the Capital Reserve Fund until 
such time as needed. Passed in the affirmative. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $200.00 for the control of White 
Pine Blister Rust in 1962. Passed in the affirmative. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $250.00 for a Salt House, the lo- 
cation to be chosen by the Selectmen and the Road 
Agent. Passed in the affirmative. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500.00 for new equipment for 
the Fire Department. Passed in the affirmative. 


Article 8. On petition of the Building Commit- 
tee of Patuccoway Grange and other legal voters of 
the Town of Nottingham: To see if the Town will 
raise and appropriate the sum of $600.00 to install 
an adequate fire escape from the second floor of the 
Town Hall. Amendment offered by E. O. Foss that 
Article 8 be amended to read “to install two adequate 
fire escapes from the second floors of the Town 
Hall.” Amendment adopted and Article 8, as amend- 
ed, passed in the affirmative. Committee consisting of 
the Moderator, John Fernald, two members of the 
Grange, Laroy Batchelder and Willis Chick, and two 
members of the Planning Board, Edward O. Foss and 
Albert Demeritt, appointed as a committee to work 
with Selectmen on said installation. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to 
amend Paragraph 3 of Article 4 of the Zoning Ordi- 
nance (General Residence and Agricultural Dis- 
trict) now reading — 3. Tourist homes may be main- 
tained and operated — to read as follows: 3. Tourist

homes may be maintained and operated. Singly sited 
mobile homes and trailers, intended. for seasonal or 
temporary use, are permitted when the site and sani- 
tary provisions meet the approval of the Building 
Inspector and the Health Officer. Permanent mobil 
homes must meet all provisions (lot, area, etc,) of 
this Zoning Ordinance. Passed in the affirmative. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to 
amend and clarify Article 4 of the Zoning Ordinance 
(General Residence and Agricultural District) by the 
addition of the following paragraph — No. 9: No 
person, shall, whether for fee, rental, or for or with- 
out compensation, permit the erection of so-called 
“commercial billboards” in the Town of Nottingham. 
Passed in the affirmative. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $150.00 to begin development 
of the “Old French Swiming Hole” at Nottingham 
Center. Such development to be along recommenda- 
tions of the Planning Board. Passed in the affirma- 
tive. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to in- 
struct the Selectmen of the Town of Nottingham to 
sell at properly advertised public auction within six- 
ty (60) days from this date of meeting, the smal! cot- 
tage and lot of land locally known as Nick Pentilla’s 
camp, and to dispose of the afore-stated property 
to the best interests of the locality, and to offer at 
the same sale or auction, other property or surplus 
equipment as is found advisable. Passed in the af- 
firmative. 


Article 13. To see if the Town has any objec- 
tion to re-naming “Marston’s Pond” by substituting 
therefor the name of “Nottingham Lake” and to take 
action. on the same. Passed in the affirmative. 
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Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to dis- 
continue use of Town money and Town equipment 
to clear snow from private driveways. By secret bal- 
lot, the vote was 17 to discontinue and 59 votes to 
continue the practice. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will authorize 
the Selectmen to borrow in anticipation of taxes. 
Passed in the affirmative. 


Article 17. To transact any other business that 
may legally come before the meeting. Edward Foss, 
referring to section 2, under Article 18 of Town War- 
rant, March 1961, said that the Committee appointed 
by the Planning Board reported that no basis could 
be found for formulating such a Constitution and 
By-laws. Motion made and seconded to dispense with 
previous article. Passed in the affirmative. Motion 
commending the Planning Board members for con- 
tinuing their excellent performance passed unani- 
mously. 


Motion made by Harold Mace that all ordi- 
nances of the Town of Nottingham be compiled and 
printed in the next Town Report. Seconded by John 
A. Perkins. After due consideration and discussion, 
Donald Perkins moved that the motion before the 
house be tabled. Passed in the affirmative. G. Russell 
Gfroerer moved that the Town Clerk be instructed 
to write the Governor and Highway Commissioner of 
the State of New Hampshire and other interested 
parties (District Senator of the State, Representa- 
ive to the General Court, etc.) copy of same to be 
kept in Clerk’s records, calling their attention to 
the abominable condition of Route 152 which, re- 
gardless of frost heaves that are to be expected at 
this time of year, in our opinion makes it the worst 
State Road in Southeastern New Hampshire. This 
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Town Meeting demands that the various parties 
concerned give their immediate attention to the re- 
pair or improvement of Route 152 in the Town of 
Nottingham, N..H. Amended to read that the Mod- 
erator appoint a committee to write such a letter and 
that the Towns of Newmarket, Lee and Northwood 
be notified of this action. Passed in the affirmative. 


Moved and seconded that the Town of Nottingham 
again endorse the Pawtuckaway Project as author- 
ied by the State Planning and Development Com-. 
mission and supported by the Planning Board of 
Nottingham. Passed in the affirmative. The above 
motion made as an expression of general belief that 
Towns of large area and scant population, such as 
Nottingham can only be benefited and fully develop- 
ed through full use of recreational possibilities. 


Moved that the polls be closed at six p.m. Passed 
in the affirmative.

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REPORT OF FIRE WARDEN 


Preventing Forest Fires Is Our Responsibility 


Costs of suppressing carelessly set outdoor fires 
in New Hampshire in 1962 cost the persons respon- 
sible $5,545. In the same period, the cost to the cities 
and towns for control of such fires for which no 
responsibility could be placed cost another $24,634. 
What utter waste of tax money and what shameful 
and needless loss of timber and esthetic values in 
the 2,200 acres burned. Residences, farms, and other 
business places were threatened with possible total 
destruction. 


Carelessly set man caused fires can be prevented 
if every citizen remembers his responsibility in re- 
gard to any source of fires in the open. We can help 
to keep our fire loss low by remembering these simple 
rules. 


1. Dispose of burnable waste at the town dump. 


2. If waste or brush is to be burned on the pre- 
mises, obtain a permit from the forest fire warden. 
Seasonal permits may be issued for approved inciner- 
ators and sites. 


3. Burn safely by picking a clean site, avoiding 
dry windy weather and preferably burning late in 
the day. 


4. Have something to keep the fire under con- 
trol — pails of water, garden hose, sprinkling can, 
broom for grass fires or shovel will help. 


5. Be sure your fire is dead out before you leave 
it. 
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6. If the fire gets out of control or if you see a 
fire out of control, report promptly to your warden 
or fire department. Continue to fight it until help 
arrives. 


There is potential danger when matches fall 
into the hands of children. It is never too early for 
parents to install in the child’s mind a respect for 
fire. 


Keep our town safe from fire. 


In 1962 we had 2 fires. We burned 214 acres. 
Permits issued, 28.

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In September, Mr. Victor A. Barden replaced 
Mr. Arthur Comeau as teaching principal of grades 
7 and 8. Mrs. Gay Knowlton replaced Mrs. Carrie L. 
Bartlett in grade 3 and Mrs. Helen Hubner was add- 
ed to the Nottingham staff as a full teacher for grade 
2. This provides a single teacher per grade in the 
primary grades. 


Continued use of Educational TV, Channel 11, 
enriches the curriculum in the areas of primary mu- 
sic, art, social studies and science. The teachers are 
provided with teacher’s Guides for these courses to 
assist in preparation and follow-up of these pro- 
grams. 


As requested by the district at your last annual 
school district meeting, your school board, through 
the superintendent, has explored the possibility of 
entering into a contract with Dover High School for 
its secondary pupils. At this writing no formal an- 
swer has been received by the Dover School Commit- 
tee. It must be pointed out, however, that the send- 
ing district must vote and authorize the school board 
to enter into such a contract. 


Also at the last annual district meeting, it was 
voted to have the election of school district officers 
by ballot at the same time as Town Meeting. In 
checking the election laws we find that it is necessary 
to post an article in the school district warrant for 
such action to be possible and that there must be 
separate ballots. Inasmuch as the motion was from 
the floor it will not be possible to comply with this 
request this year. 


This is a legislative year and the continued in- 
crease in the cost of education will be reflected in 
the General Court. The need for increased state aid 
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is unquestionable. You are urged to become informed 
about current education legislation and through your 
representative press your request for more state aid. 


The addition of the breezeway between the school 
house and the auditorium is an asset in the control 
of pupil traffic. The structure blends well with the 
two buildings. 


In conclusion, I should like to express my appre- 
ciation for the cooperation given me during the year 
by the citizens, school board, teachers and pupils of 
Nottingham. I would like to also commend Mr. Bas- 
com for the condition in which he keeps the building.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In the following report I have attempted to 
clarify the duties of the school nurse, and to explain 
briefly the school health program. 


My schedule must of necessity be a flexible one. 
However, it allows for at least one visit per week to 
each of the schools in the area, and a second week- 
ly visit is frequently made to each of the two largest 
schools — Barrington and Epsom. The schedule is 
set up in this manner: 


Barrington — Monday. When a second visit 
seems necessary it is made on Thursday afternoon. 


Epsom — Friday. A second visit to this school 
would be made on Tuesday afternoon. 


Northwood — Wednesday. 
Nottingham — Tuesday. 
Strafford — Thursday. 


Changes are made as needed to accommodate the 
immediate needs of any particular school, in which 
case, the principal of the school scheduled for a visit 
is notified. This makes it possible, in the event of an 
emergency, for the nurse to be located by any of the 
schools without undue delay. 


All pupils are examined as soon after the start 
of the school year as possible. Height, weight, teeth, 
tonsils and eyes are checked then. The hearing test 
may also be given at this time or be done in the 
spring. Inspection of hair and scalp is done at least 
twice yearly. 


Notices of defects are sent home, and these 
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children again checked at a later date to determine 
the number of corrections which have been made. 
When recourse to the health resources of the state 
seems advisable, referrals may be made by the school 
nurse, and she provides application forms. 


First aid at the school is given by the nurse if 
she is present. Otherwise it is given by the teacher 
and later checked by the nurse if this appears to 
be warranted. Also, any child showing symptoms of 
illness or disease is seen by the nurse if possible. The 
parents are notified of the child’s condition, and it is 
their responsibility to provide transportation home; 
although under certain circumstances the nurse may 
see fit to take the child home. 


Home visits are made, either in response to a 
request by the parents, or when it is felt that a per- 
sonal discussion with the parents might be of benefit 
to all concerned. As of December 31, 1962, a total 
of 101 home calls had been made. 


I have been very graciously received by the par- 
ents, and they have been most cooperative in provid- 
ing the necessary care for the children. It is this 
coperation which makes a real success of the health 
program. I am deeply grateful for it. 


I also wish to express appreciation to Mr. Marti- 
neau, the School Board and Teachers for their help- 
fulnes.
